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With governments, boards of adjudication and arbitration and organ- 
izations innumerable all imbued with different ideas on the subject, the pro- 
cess of deflating the accumulated indebtedness of farmers in the prairie 
provinces, generally referred to as debt adjustment, is an exceedingly com- 
plicated problem. 

It is not rendered any the less so because the problem is being dealt 
with by a multiplicity of tribunals with varying degrees of authority and 
some with none at all, and in view of the fact that the human element is 
a very important factor in straightening out the tangled affairs of the 
debtors on a reasonable basis and at the same time to the satisfaction of 
both parties to amended contracts. : 

_ The large number of debors involved, the wide variations in the nature 
and terms of the agreements from which some easement is sought, the 
great spread in circumstances and conditions under which the debtors have 
been and still are operating, the wide range in the capacity and ability of | 
the land to produce, as well as other factors, conspire to prevent the plac- 
ing of debt adjustment on a mathematically scientific basis and for this 
reason, decisions of tribunals and new agreements made on a voluntary 
basis may not always appear on the face of them,.to be equitable when 
compared with other decrees and other agreements, 

Where voluntary adjustments are made by mutual consent of debtor 
and creditor, either directly or through the mediation of a board, the ques- 
tion of equitability is not an important consideration. So long as the two 
parties involved can reach a decision satisfactory to both, the terms are of 
no concern to any other person. 

But where the terms of a new agreement are imposed on debtor and} 
creditor by a tribunal armed with enforcement authority, the question 
assumes a different complexion. Under such circumstances, while as stated 
at the outset, agreements cannot be made to comply with any rigid mathe- 


\ 


possible approximation to equitabiity. 

Some, perhaps all of the boards operating in the three provinces have}; 
already enunciated principles trending in this direction to which they are; 
prepared to adhere as closely as circumstances permit. They have an-; 
nounced that the chief objective of their decisions is to keep the farmer on 
the land and enable him to carry on. From this it follows that new con- 
tracts authorized must comprise terms within the capacity and ability of 
the farmer-debtor to comply. At the same time they must be fair and 
reasonable from the creditors’ viewpoint, if for no other reason, for the sake 
of availability of future credit. 

The Federal Board of Review in Saskatchewan, however, has gone even 
further than enunciating the general principles outlined above. In a recent 
announcement the ‘board declared that after the total amount of real estate 


will cover a ten year period, providing for repayment of principal sums in 
ascending scale, the agreement to bear a maximum interest rate of six per 
cent. with provision for suspension of payment in years of crop failure. 
Fairly specific policies, with reservation for variation under special circum- 
stances, were also announced with respect to other forms of indebtedness. 
Whether or not the precise terms outlined*meet general approval, the 
effort to provide for some measure of unifomity of general debt adjustment 
provisions is a step in the right direction and should similar policies be 


timated they are likely to do, a further step forward in the direction of 
equitability will have been made. 

Recently the United Farmers of Canada suggested that some provision 
should be made for appeal from decisions of the Boards of Review but if 
the general principles and policies which have been promulgated, at least by 
the Board in Saskatchewan, are followed as closely as varying circum- 
stances permit, it is reasonable to assume that requests for the right of 
appeal will presently dissolve. 

If a generally satisfactory degree of equitability can be made effective 
in decrees of the respective boards and if debtor and creditor will approach 
negotiations under voluntary mediation in a spirit of reasonableness much 
of the difficulty of debt adjustment will automatically be dissipated and 
what is now a complicated problem will be materially simplified and costs 
of the undertaking much reduced.

Hugh Ruttledge Gives Up Idea Of] 1.0.D.E. War Memorial To Children 


Scaling Mount Everest 


Hugh Ruttledge, leader of the 1936 


Mount Everest expedition, which 
was beaten by bad weather, says he 
has made-his last attempt to scale 
the world’s highest peak. 

In future he will live in a yacht 
with Brixham, Devon, as his_ base, 


and will be satisfied with climbing |* 


smaller mountains, 

He outlined these plans when he 
arrived at Plymouth from India. 

“We saw Mount Everest at its 
worst,” he said, ‘we reached a height 
of 20,000 feet, but never had a 
chance because the monsoon broke 
earlier than ever before,” 

Mr. Ruttledge believes that Ever- 
est will be climbed one day. 

“There will be no difficulty in ob- 
taining permission for another ex- 
pedition,” he said, ‘‘the old objection 
on religious grounds by the Tibetan 
government has vanished. We were 
entertained most hospitably at a 
monastery 16 miles from our hbase 
camp. 

“The 300 monks there offered 
prayers for our success, and blessed 
us on the eve of our departure. 

“Strange beliefs still exist, how- 
ever. For instance, it is believed 
that moving a stone means the re- 
lease of an evil spirit, and we had 
some difficulty when we wanted to 
remove boulders from our path at 
the beginning of the ascent.” 

Mr. Ruttledge added, “I shall never 
climb Everest. At 51 I am too old. 
I shall still climb smaller peaks, and 
they are often harder than the big- 
gest mountains,’ 


Purchase Canadian Seed Grain 


Russian Representative Here To 


Secure Rust-Resistant Grain 

Best new type of Canadian wheat, 
chosen for their rust-resistant and 
good hard milling qualities, are being 
bought in experimental quantities as 
seed for potential widespread plant- 
ing in the Soviet Union, it was an- 
nounced at Edmonton by A. S. Essi- 
pov, top executive in charge of grain 


experimentation for the entire 
U.S.S.R. 
Mr. Essipov, whose headquarters 


are in Moscow, came to Edmonton 
to confer with Dr. K. W. Neatby, 
professor of the fields crops division 
of the University of Alberta, to ar- 
range for purchase of some_ seed 
grain and to study the activities of 
several leading seed growers in the 
Edmonton district. 

Mr. Essipov, whose portfolio is 
“chief of the state’ plant-breeding 
fund of the Soviet people's commis- 
sariat of agriculture,” declared that 
the Soviet is definitely not in the ex- 
port market in competition with| 
Canada as far as grain is .concerned. | 

He would like to see trade rela-| 
tions with Canada re-established, he| 
said, and he hoped that the recent 
Moscow visit of Hon. W. D. Euler, 
federal minister of trade and com. | 
merce, may lead to a resumption of 
the Soviet-Canadian trade which was 
stopped by the Dominion a few years 
ago.

Forecasts Increase In Gold 


Minister Of Mines Urges Help For 
Engineering Students 

Expressing confidence that Canada 
would ‘produce $135,000,000 worth of 
gold this year, Hon. T. A. Crerar, 
Minister of Mines and Natural Re- 
sources, told the Board of Trade at 
Timmins, Ont., that no increase in 
the taxes on the mining industry 
would be levied ‘‘at least during the 
lifetime of the present government.” 

The Minister urged the big mining 
companies which were represented by 
their chief executives at the meeting 
to endow scholarships in Canadian| 
Universities for students taking min- 
ing ~engineering courses. It would 
direct the attention of the people of 
Canada to the importance of the 
mining industry and encourage the 
young men to take up the study of 
mines. For one scholarship, he sug- 
gested that the winner be given a 
year in the ore laboratory of the 
Mines Department at Ottawa. 

Last year Canadian mines _ pro- 
duced $116,000,000 worth of gold but 
this year the production looked as if 
it would reach $135,000,000, and Mr, 
Crerar prophesied that in five years 
it would reach $250,000,000.

Deserted Town 


Baron Tweedsmuir And Party Pay 
Visit To Bankhead 


A Rocky Mountain ghost town, 
Bankhead, above which towers the 
10,000-foot peak of Cascade moun- 
tain, was visited recently by Can- 
ada’s governor - ‘general, Baron 
Tweedsmuir and Lady Tweedsmuir. - 

In the once prosperous town de- 
serted a few years ago by its 2,000 
inhabitants when work in a mine, its 
chief source of industry, was halted, 
stands a lone cenotaph, to commem- 
orate the miners’ war dead. There 
the governor-general stood in silent 
prayer after placing a wreath in tri- 
bute to the warriors.

Scientists Come To Conclusion. Ant- 
mals Haye No Souls 


Scientists working with delicate 
apparatus in a Kensington labora- 
tory have settled a question that has 
caused endless controversy, in every 
part of the world:— 

Have animals souls? 

Do our pets survive after death? 

Dr. Nandor Fodor, an internation- 
ally-known psychical research ex- 
pert, asked Mr. B. J, Hopper, M. Sc.,, 
one of the most brilliant of British 
physicists, to begin experiments that 
would answer the question. 

Now, after experimenting on mice, 
birds, frogs and cockroaches, both 
scientists issue this statement: 

There is no evidence that animals 
have souls or any existence after 
death. 

Argument on the subject suddenly 
increased when Dr. R, A. Watters, 
director of the Dr. William Berne 
hard Johnston Foundation for 
Psychological Research . at Reno, 
Nevada, startled the world with hig 
claim’ two years ago: 

That he had photographed “souls” 
leaving the bodies of animals killed 
in a specially-constructed chamber. 

His photographs, she said, showed 


the shadowy “souls” of animals 
which resembled the physical bodies 
in shape. 


Dr. Nandor Fodor started experi- 
ments at the International Institute 
for Physical Research, Kensington. 

“The results,’ Dr. Nandor Fodor 
told the Sunday Chronicle recently, 
“were disappointing. We were un 
able, despite the most thorough ex- 
amination, to confirm the American 
claims which had been hailed by 
Spiritualists as proof of the exist- 
ence of survival. :
